Anſwer to the Appeal, Expounded ; where (under the 

Roſe) he makes a Jeſuite, a Papiſt, a Plotter, a 

Clod-Pate, a Fidler of me; and almoſt as man 

Raſcals as ever Pryn and bis Diſciples called our Pro- 

teſtant-Martyr, LAU D, the Archbiſhop of Can- 

' terbury, of Glorious Memory. The Other bears 

the Title of The Hiſtory of the Danmable Popiſh Plot ; 

where he takes L'Eftrange to task in the Preface, 
and the King and Connci, the Duke of York, the 

Court of Kings-Bench, and the Government it ſelf, 

in the Book. The Writer (they lay) is a Small 

Thred-bare Solicitor 1n the O0!d-Baily , one that va- 

lues himſelf upon his Faculty in Drawing up 4r- 

ticles, Impeachments, Narratives, and upon his In- 
tereſt in Clubs and Coffee-houſes, &c. I tell you this, 

A2 the 
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the rather Doctor, becauſe this man hath your name 
often in his mouth, and (in truth) makes bolder 
with it then ſtands with the Dignity of your Figure 
inthe Government. 

This is the yery truth of the Caſe, Sir, and it is 
not for any man to hear himſelf Reviled at this 
rate, and ſtand with his Finger in his Mouth. A 
Papiſt! A Leſſener of the Plot ! A Difparager of the 
Kings Evidence ! A body had better be halt-hang'd, 
then barely to be reputed ſo. Wherefore I muſt 
either frankly acquit my ſelf, or fink under the 
Accuſation. 

Now co diſcharge my Soul to you, Doctor, as 
in ConfeſSion : I am (by my Hopes of Heaven) a 
True Son of the Church of England ; but not without 
| Bowels of Humanity yet to men of other Perſuaſions. 
And to tell you as a Friend, I have more Charity 
for one Moral Pagan, then for twenty Hypocritical 
Chriſtians. Lhave naturally a Veneration for the 
Government, and all that love it: For the Kings 
Loyal Witneſſes, and the Preſervers of his Sacred 
Life, inthe firſt place ; with an equal Horrour and 
Deteſtation for all his Enemies, under what Maſque 
or Form ſoever. I believe the Plot , and as much 
of it as every good Subject ought to believe, or as any 
man in his right Wits can believe: Nay, I do ſo 


abſolutely believe ir, that, in my Conſcience, you your | 


felf, NDoftor, do not believe more of it then 1do. But 
yet the whole Earth can never, bring me to Be- 
| lieve 
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lieve , or to: ſay that I Believe , that which I nei- 
ther do, nor can Believe: as the buſineſs of 
Bedingfields being alive again, or, in a word, 
chat 1my ſelf am in the ConFpiracy. And in ſome 
Caſes, I would wait a little for Confirmation , 
without ſwallowing every thing wholeas it comes. 
Suppoſe my Boy ſhould come in and tell me that 
it rains Butter'd Turnips, T {ſhould go near toopen 
the Window to ſee whether it beſo orno: and 
ou would not blame me for Doubring neither. 
For That 1s the firmeſt Faith that is introduced by 
Reaſon, and eſtabliſhed by Experience, It 1s the 
buſineſs of ſome people to impoſe upon Others, and 
the misfortune of Other people to be impoſed upon ; 6 
which-15 unhappy and dangerous both ways : 
But Truth (as in Mithelogy) is the Daughter of Time. 

I will not deny, but a man that believes Lightlh, 
may be inthe Right too; but'tis by chance then. 
One man is both Honeſt and Wiſe ; Another may be 
Honeſt too, and yet perhaps but Simple : and ſo 
we have our Crafty Knaves and our Fooliſh. Some 
have the Wl without the Faculcy, and Others are in- 
dued with Both. Now in this Mixture of Hu- 
mane Abilities and Inclinations, a man can hardly be 
ro0 Cautious : Beit always underſtood, that where 
Authority hath paſſed a Sentence, there is no longer 
any place for Hefitation or Demurre. 

Before [ enter any further into my Vindication, 

it would become me to ſay ſomething that may

be civil to your ſelf: Bur it was never my Hu- 
mour, (as a French Droll has it ) to commend an 
Orator for an Excellent Head of Hair ; or a man of 
State and Buſineſs , for the Government of his 
Beard, -or to ſpend three or four Pages upon ſuch 
an Occaſion as this, in Flattery, and Panegyrick. I 
have (in few words) as great a Value for your 
Fun&ion, your Imployment, and your - Charader, as 
I ought to have : Iam a Friend ro Down-right, 
Open Dealing , to Liberty of Speech, and to the Free- 
doms of an Eaſte Glaſs, and ( ompanion, as much as 
anyman. 41 never took Religion to conliſt in a 
Set Form of Caps, Broad Bangling Hats, -or a Sowre 
Look, enough to turn the very Stream of Humane 
Comforts into Vinegar. And yet, I know, after all 
this, that you have called me Twenty Rogues, for 
which I heartily chank you, and forgive you. Nay, 
you had been little leſs then One your ſelf, if you 
had ſpared me under ſuch a Notion as you might 
.poſlibly underſtand me. But "Time, I hope, may 
bring us to be better acquainted. 

Inthe mean while, let me aſlure you, Sir, that 
there is no Deſign in This Paper to beſpeak your 
Favour, in caſe of any Imputation upon me, either 
for my Words, Afions, or Writings : For | defie Ma- 
lice it ſelf to charge me with any ſort of Malevo- 
lence toward The Church or State, which even a 
Packt Jury would dare to give Credit to. This De- 
fiance would be extremely impertinent, if I were 
not 
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not privy to the Train of a Pack of little Curs 

that are hunting for ſome ſuch advantage. The 

picitul Cauſe-Fobber that I told you of in the Old-. 
Baily, did nor ſtick a lictle while ago, to Declare 

as much ; onely he was reſolved to have a Touch 

at his Royal Highneſs firſt, and then to file his Arti. 

cles againſt my Lord Chief Fuſtice ,- and after that, 
L Eſtrange was to go to Por, upon the Meeting of 
the Parliament at furtheſt. And rather then tail, 
he would be the man himlelf ſhould bring in the 
Articles. ' In purſuance of this Doughty Reſolu- 
tion, he publiſhed the Libel above mentioned, 
where he hath a fling at the Kimg and Council 
(about Sir Robert Peiton, P,z 81.) over and above. 
And this came our Piping Hot upon the preciſe 
26 of January, when the Parliament was to have 
met; under a Dedication to the Lords and (Commons 
roo; which Preſumption made it a worſe Libel 
upon 7hat Auguſt Aſſembly, then any of the reſt, by 
entituling T hem to the Protefion of fuch a Hotch- 
Potch of Calumnie and Sedition. If you will ſee 
my Crime at length, you will find it in his Preface, 
Bur the ſhort of it is this :

Evidence, and gave dire&ons to the Fury. | And this 
was, effetually, the whole bufineſs of that Page. 
He ſpends the Remainder of his Diſpleaſure _ 
my Epiſtle, for Drowning the Popiſh Plot, with fug- 

eſtions of an Imaginary one of the Proteſtants , ſay- 
ing that the amuſing People with ſuch Stories is Noto- 
riouſly a part of the Grand Popijh Deſign; and then

Flere has not been any Point, perhaps, - in the 
whole Tratt of Engliſh Story, either fo dan- 
gerous to be miſtaken, or ſo difficult, and yet ſo neceſſary 
to be underſtood, as the Myſtery of this deteſtable Plot 
|  nowin Agitation. (A Judgment for our Sins, augmented 
' by our Follies!) But the World is ſo miſerably divi- 
| ded betwixt ſome that will believe every thing, and 
others nothing, that not onely Truth, but Chrillianicy 
"at ſelf 15 almoſt loſt between them , and ne place left for 
Sobriety and Moderation. We are come to govern our 
ſelves by Dreams and Imagmations ; We make every 
Coffee-houſe Tale an Article of our Faith ; and from 
Incredible Fables we raiſe Invincible Arguments. A 
man muſt be fierce and violent, to get the Reputation of 
being Well-Aﬀected ; as if the calling of one another 
Damned Hererique,and Popiſh Dog, were the whole 
Sum of the Controverſfie. And what is all this, but the 
effeft of a Popular Licence and Appeal * When every 
Mercenary Scribler ſhall take upon him to handle matters 
of Faith, and State, give Laws to Princes ; and every 
Mechanique fit Judge upon the Government. Were not 
theſe the very Circumſtances of the late Times ? When 
the Religious Fugglers from all Quarters fell in with the 
B 
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Rabble ; and manag'd them, as it were, by a certain 
ſleight of hand: The Rods were turned into Serpents 
on both ſides, and the Multitude not able to-ſay, which 
was Aaron, and which the Enchanter. Let us have 
a Care of the ſame Incantation over again. Are we not 
under the proteFtion of a Lawfnl Authority > Nor was 
there ever any thing more narrowly Sifted, or more vigo- 
rouſly Diſcouraged, then this Conſpiracy. Reforma. 
tion 4s the proper buſineſs of Government and Coun. 
cil ; but when it comes to work once at the wrong End, 
there is nothing to be expeFted from it, but Tumulr and 
Convulſion. A Legal and Effeual proviſion againſt 
the Danger of Romiſh Practices and Errours, will 
never ſerve their turn, whoſe Quarrel is barely to the 
Name of Popery, without underſtanding the Thing it 
ſelf. And if there were not a Roman Catholick left 
in the three Kingdoms, they would be never the better ſa- 
tisfied,for where they cannot find Popery, they will make 
it : nay, and be troubled too that they could not find zt.

The firſt late Clamour was againſt Downright Pope- 
ry ; and then.came on Popiſhly Aﬀected : ( That 
ſweeps all) The Order of Biſhops, and the Diſcipline 
of the Church took their Turnsnext ; and the next 
blow was at the Crown it ſelf.: when every man was 
made a Papilt that would not play the Knave and the 
Fool, for (ompany, with the Common People. | 
Theſe things duly weighed,and conſidering the Ground 
"HM of 
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of ony preſent Diſtempers ; the Compiler of this Abridg- 
ment reckoned that he could not do his Countrymen a bet- 
ter Office, than (by laying before them the naked ſtate of 
things) to give them at one view, a Proſpe&t, both 0 
the ſubje& matter of their Apprehenſions, and of the V;- 
ilance, Zeal, and needful ſeverity of the Government on 
their behalf. To which end, he hath here drawn up an 
Hiſtorical Abſtract of the whole matter of Fat con« 
cerning thoſe Perſons who have been hitherto Tried for 
their. Lives, either upon the Plot it ſelf, or in Relation 
to it : oppoſing Authentick Records to wandring Ru- 
monrs ; and delivering the Truth in all Simplicity. He

Theſe malicious Rumors 
put me upon bethinking my ſelf which way I

- - But what Hhnaence can warrant any man a- 
gainſt Envy, -or what Authorityprote& him 2 when 
L' Eſtrange comes to be arraigned as a Papi}, for 
ſhewing che molt likely way m the World for the 
Extirpation of Pgpery.: and when the Name of 
Dr. Oates'is not ſufficienttoprote& him, in fo pro- 
fitable and neceſſary a Deſign * Nay, and it is well, 
Doctor, .if you can uphold your ſelf either, if this 
goes on: For no man can fall foul upon That 
Diſcovery, without wounding your Evidence.

: What can beclearer then, according to the firſt 
Article of your Depoſitions, that Matthew Wright,

You have 
Lighted me into. the Vault, where all our Miſchief is 
a Brewing. You have ſhewed me not onely the 
Train, but Faux himſelf alſo , ( the Maſter-Engineer) 
Creeping with his Dark Lanthorn to give Fire to it, 
And to my Eyes, things are as plain, as the Sun at 
Noon-day. To ſay nothing of the Offices you have 
already rendered to the Publique, with the Expo- 
ſure of your ſelf, almoſt all manner of ways : Ido 
look upon you at this Inſtant, with a reſpect to 
the Future, to be a Perſon art leaſt as Capable of 
Contributing to the Peace and Maainck of this 
diſtracted Nation, as any Subject of the three 
Kingdoms. I am not. inſenſtble of the Roundneſs 
of your Periods, the Luxuriancy of your Invention, 
(where there is any Scope for it) the Frankneſs of 
your Stile , and the Harmony of all your Conce- 
ftions. But theſe are Stories for thoſe People only 
that have nothing elſe todo, but to Claw.one ano- 
ther. IT 

This Over-grown Epiſtle would have been Mon- 
ftrous in any other Age ; and the Quality of it no leſs 
Extraordinary : but Cuſtom authorizes all things, 
whether Good or Evil. "There are certain Modes of 
Stile, Figure, Addreſs, Motion, Garments, nay, and of 

| Morals 
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Morals too, that have their proper and peculiar Sea- 
ſons. Impudence prevails in One Age, _— In A10- 
ther ; Publique Juſtice and Oppreſſion take their turns. 
Knavery and Hypocrifie were in faſhion Thirty or 
Forty year ago, and we are Now, for Honeſty, and 
Plain-dealing. The preſent Flumour of France runs 
much upon Poyſoning ; the Romans, for One bout, 
made a great Trade of Suborning and Trepanning ; 
and the Enemies of this Government, are at this day 
altogether upon the Vein of Plottmg. But I was 
about co ſpeak to the Licenſe of Epiſtolizing, which 
is now in Yogue, in excuſe of the Freedom | am to 
make uſe of in this Letter. That is to ſay, It was 
the Old, dull way, to tell a Friend his Faults in his 
Ear, and give him Good Counſel in a Corner : But 
it has been found out in Our Times, to be more for 
the Dignity of the Adviſer, to do it in a Printed Let- 
ter, that the whole World may bear witneſs to 
the Frank Diſcharge of a mans Duty. 

After the acquittal of my ſelf robe no Papiſt, 
vive me leave to ſay ſomething, Sir, to the Point 
charged upon me, both by-your Self , and your 
Father, of Reporting You for a Fanatique. I never 
ſaid that you were a Fanatique, in my Life ; nor 
did I ever preſume ſo much as to Gueſs at your Re- 
ligion, any otherwiſe, then Negatively, that you are 
no Presbyterian : which I inferr'd from the So- 
lemnity of your frequent Proteſtations that you 


could not in Conſcience Communicate with men of 
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that Profeſſion. Bur to treat you with the Liberty 
of an Epiſtolizer , I muſt confeſs, that the words, 
which you reminded me of upon that Occafion, and 
rold me, 1/hould ſee ſedainly in Print, did,me thought, 
ſeem to incline a little that way. And then your 
Natural Meekneſs, and Afability toward all men, and 
as well Fanaticks as Others, (to deal plainly with 
you) opened the Mouths of ſome Ignorant People 
to that Effect : Together with that Exhortation of 
yours, in the Poſt-ſcript to your Popes Ware-houſe, 
pag.67. | To the Encouragement of all ſorts of Prote- 
ſtants whatſoever, that Fear God ; Honour the King ; 
and are willmg to be Subjeft to the Civil Magiſtrate, 
though Diſſenting from the reſt of Chriſtians, in 
fome ſmall matters, and Indifferent Things. | Now 
though I am too much a Servant to Unity, to en- 
courage Separations , and Diviſions ; I cannot yet 
but highly eſteem the Humane Tenderneſs of Ea- 
ſing particular Perſons, in the matter of Involuntary, 
and Invincible Diſſent : (that is to ſay, lo far as 
ſtands with Publique Order.) And yet you muſt ex- 
cuſe me, Doctor, if I tell you, that your ſoftneſs of 
Niſpoſition may endanger the carrying of you too 
far too. For though a Diſcreet and Pradicable In- 
dulgence may do well ; there may be {uch a Re- 
miſmeſs yet, as by Loolening the Sinews of the Go- 
vernment, may bring the Body of the Community into 
a Habit of Weakneſs, and Trepidation. But there is a 
Perfecutine Spirit, on the other hand, that cannot

certainly but be Odious both to God and Man :© A 
Spirit, that wreaks its Fury upon Widows and 0r- 
phans, without either Diſtinfion, or Remorſe ; that 
hunts Bloud meerly for the Bloud ſake, and makes 
men worte then Wolyes : for They purſue, and ſeize 
their Prey, only to ſatisfic their Hunger. 

By this rime , Sir, you ſee what a Church-of- 
England-man 1s to Truſt to; when the One fide 
makes him a Fanatique, and the Other a Papiſt. Bur 
with what face ſhall any man dareto Charge Him 
for a Papiſt , that has done ſo much for the Prote- 
ſtant Religion : or for a Fanatique, that has done {o 
much, "That way again, for the Church of Enz- 
land ? 

The Plat, by the Unanimous Vogue of all the 
Kings Witneſles, is a Tripartite Plot. Firſt; upon 
the Life of his Sacred Majeſty. 2. The Sabver- 
fion of the Government. 3. The Extirpation of the 
Proteſtant Religion. So that the Rooting out of the 
Proteſtant Religion, 1s One Capital Point of the Coyſpi- 
racy. Bur what it is that 1s intended by the Pro- 
teſtant Religion , comes now to be Expounded 
and the Clearing of T hat Difficulty ſers All Right. 

Under the Word Government is Comprehended 
the Regiment both Eccleſiaſtical and Civil : and In- 
cluſively, the Order of Biſhops, with the Eftabliſh'd 
Dofrine and Diſcipline of the Church. So that This, 
and no Other, is the Proteſtant Religion Deſign'd 
upon 'in the Plot, Secondly, It would not have © 
C 2 been 
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been Religion, but Religions,(tor their Name 
is Legion) it the Blow had been Levell'd ar the Fa- 
naticks. Thirdly, there is no finding, no- fixing. of 
them : *Tis almoſt as hard to ſay Where they are, 
as What : for they are a kind of Chriſtian Arab's, 
and Wanderers in their Stations, as well as in their 
Opinions. Fourthly, It does not ſtand with Common 
Senſe, for the Papiſts to Plot the Raine of-cheir Own 
Auxiliaries; nor with the Reaſon of your own 
Depoſitions that they ſhould contrive the Deſtruction 
of the Fanatiques, at That very Time when they are 
making uſe of Them to deſtroy Us. Andi 1s all 
one-to.me, whether you. call them Fanatiques , or 
Separatiſts, or Non-Conformiſts, or Diſſenters; for 
you may as well bring Heaven and Hell together, 
as.reconcile thoſe People to any terms of Piety, 
or (vi Order, that corruptly ſtile themſelves Pro- 
teſtants, under any of thele General Denominations. 
This Schiſm is the very Lake of Locuſts , Adamites, 
Familiſts, Socinians, Arrians, with Swarms of Impious, 
Beaſtly. Herefies, not ſo much as to be Thought of 
wichour Shame, nor .entioned but. with Trembling 
and Horrour. 

Now if .the-Proteftant Religion aim'd at inthe 
Plot, be the- Eſtabliſh'd Religion of- the. Church of 
England, you. cannot. be a Friend «to the. State , 
without being one. to the Church too : For They 
arein. ſucha manner Incorporate, that they mult 
either ſtand or. fall together, by a neceſlary- Conſents 

: _ S0.. 
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So that whoſoever Phanſies you, Door, to be 
other then Canonical and Orthedox, implies a Lewd 
and a Dangerous Suppoſition ; which is, that 
what you Build with One hand, you pluck Down 
with the Other. 

Or put the Caſe that the Deſign ſtrikes at All 
that call themſelves Proteſtants, in General, as well 
Non-Conformiſts as Church-men: The Diſſenters muſt 
yet range themſelves under the Government to Op- 
poſe .it; and without intermeddling any Other 
way too, then by their Prayers , and (500d Wiſhes, 
upon pain of Sedition : For they do not Act in this 
Inſtance, as men of ſuch or ſuch a Religion ; but as 
SubjeFs, under the Bond of Civil Obedience. So that 
we are {till but where we were before, and as ſure 
of Jou This way, as the Other : For they are no lon- 
ger Diſſenters, when they Comply with Authority, 
and we do onely Cloſe with them. in their Apree- 
ments, not in their Diſſents. 

But, pray'e Sir, Let me Confult'you as a Caſuiſt: 
Whether or no, and how far, may Proteſtants Unite, 
and join together, to keep out and defend themſelves a- 
gainſt Popery ? Asin the Caſe ofthe preſent Plot. - 
This Queſtion +is the very Hinge of the Comtro- - 
yerſie. The Solution ſeems to me, as: follows: . 
and I beſeech- you ſet me Right, 1f-I miſtake it. 1 ' 
am of Opinion forthe Affirmative, and that Prote- 
ftants may join (ut ſupra : ) that istoſay; intheir | 
Eearts and Afﬀeftions, but no farther, without. the | 
War--- 
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Warrant of Authority, And it muſt be the Supreme 
Authority too : For in reſpect of the Supreme , all 
Subordinate Magiſtrates are but as Private Perſons. 
In this Point, the Lawis a ſure Gaide , which ex- 
preſly forbids ſuch and ſuch Meetings and Aſſem- 
blies, under the Name of Riots, and Rebelhons, 


- © Without any Exceptions whatſoever. Now if all 


Leagues and Aſſociations whatſoever, of Publique In- 
tendment, and without Authority, be no other then 
Unlawful Confederacies; Such a Conjunction in the 
matter of Religion, were a great Folly added to 
the Iniquity. For Religion 1s a Spiritual Notion, out 
of the Reach of Yiolence, and neither to be Tnvaded, 
nor to be kept out by force. It may be Brought in, 
7is true, by Conſequences; and we are allowed the 
uſe of all Lawtul means to Prevent it, by Conſequen. 
ces t0O ; as if the Pope himſelt ſhould Invade us , 
though we cannot bur apprehend what may fol- 
low upon't, we do not encounter his Religion yer, 
but his Arms. Nor is it ſo properly a War of Con- 
ſcience, as of Civil Defence and Dommien : Our Pro- 
feſSion was never Founded in Bloud. In one word, 
Sir, Itis the Gevernment that 1s at Stake, and he 
that 1s not With it, is Againſt it. The SUBVER.- 
SION of the Government is the Buſineſs; as I find 
it iri the Harmony of all the Evidences : By which 
word SUBVERSION, is intended (I ſup- 
pole) not the Extinction of the Form, either of 
Monarchy , or Epiſcopacy ; but rather the Tran-

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flation of the Power Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, into Other 
Hands. | ; 

They are Wozderful Things, Doftor, which you have 
done already; and Iam perſuaded that you are yet re- 
ſerved for more wonderful Things to come : which muſt be 
the Work of Time to Diſcloſe; when Truth ſhall deliver 
her ſelf from the Rubbiſh of Oppreſſzo# and Slander 5 and 
in deſpite of E-vy and _— render your Name as Fa- 
mous to Poſterity, as your Virtue has made it to the preſent 
Generation.

Fereas the Subjefts Right of Petitioning has beer of Late in 
Vim manner Aſſerted, as if his Majeſty had no Right of Re- 
fuſing, this 25 to Advertiſe, that from the 3d of Ed. 3. to Hen. 8. 
(45 _ upon the Parliament Rolls ) :t was conſtantly the Firſt 
thing done, upon the opening of all Parliaments, after the Cauſe of Sum- 
mons declar'd, to appoint out of the Lords Spiritual, azd Temporal, 
eertain Receivers, and Tryers of Petitions ; and ſtill as they found any 
Petition mot fit to be admitted, it was Rejected with a Non elt Petitio 
Farliamenti, ( as we find it endorſed upon the Rolls ) and there was 
an end ont, Note, that all Petitions were Dedicated to his Majeſty, 
and that in many Caſes, when the Parliament had not time to go thorough 
with them all, the King referr®d diverſe cf them to the Chancery.
